Time To Protest 


YOU SOMETIMES hear it said that 


total surprise attack by the Soviet 
Union'is unlikely. The argument is that 
a crisis would have to be built up, 
during which phony justifications could 
be manufactured to take account .of 
world opinion. There isn't any doubt 
that the Russians do concern them- 
selves wilh what the world thinks. But 
after the latest United Nations con- 
demnation of the 1956 Soviet suppres- 
sion in Hungary, they might be for- 
given for moderating their concern just 
« little. In that vote, 15 neutralist 
nations, mostly the Asian-African bloc, 
stood aside and declined to be counted. 


ADMITTEDLY, the countries of the 


world would find it difficult to digest 
an unprovoked surprise assault upon 
the United States or any major West- 
ern power But, short of that, certainly 
the brutal crushing of the Hungarian 
revolt was about as flagrant a thing as 
outsiders ever are likely to be asked 
to judge. Only the consciously or un- 
consciously blind would fail to see 
through the Russians' flimsy pretext 
that they were invited by a legal Hun- 
garian government to put down an up- 
rising. Outrages against humanity are 
matters of fact, not opinion. They ^re 
to be judged by moral standards, not 
*et into a political context. Any nation, 
neutral, pro-Western or whatever, if not 
prevented by Russia itself, lias a com- 
manding responsibility before the 
world to speak out against breaches of 
huirian decency. 


ONCE THE FACTS are established 


—and in this instance the U.N.'s own 
Investigations support the horrendous 
charges against Kussia — the coiirse 
for all decent, moral men is clear. 
There can be no excuses for not record- 
ing protest. Not even the delicacy of 
one's political or geographic position 
with respect to the offender is rehlly 
a fit alibi, the nations* which do not 
speak out condemn themselves'as'less 
than moral. They chip away at the 
foundations of their-own character. 
Whatever they thought to gain by ab- 
staining cannot possibly offset the loss 
they suffer in the eyes of decent men 
the world over. 


Hunch About Marilyn 


IT IS REPORTED that a theater 


owner said he thought Marilyn Monroe 
might win an Oscar for her perform- 
ance in her new movie. Miss Monroe's 
reply is supposed to have been: "I don't 
care about an award. I just-want it to 
make oodles of money." Such a remark 
might be taken at face value as a reflec- 
tion of avarice. 
It' probably reflects 


no such thing. Nor was the remark, 
chances are, a clumsy attempt to 
appear cynical. Our hunch about Miss 
Monroe's disclaimer is based on two 
things—on the fact that she already 
has made a.lot of, money as a popular 
star during past years, and on indica- 
tions that since her marriage to the 
distinguished playwright Arthur Miller 
she has developed greatly as an-actress. 
Our hunch is that an Oscar would mean 
more to Miss Monroe now than almost 
any amount of money. If her perform- 
ance does turn out to be good enough 
•to. win her such an award, that would 
be a fitting climax for a Cinderella 
career. More important, it would be 
new evidence that qualities of solid 
worth can sometimes rise from the 
froth of a career based on entertaining 
trivia.

lions are the President's bow 
toward the great number of peo- 
ple who carry on the day-to-day 
business of the government and 
have- little other-, opportunity to 
see and meet their Chief Execu- 
tive and the First Lady. 


THE SUPREME .Court dinner, 


the first under the new dispensa- 
tion, took place last Thursday. A 
White House invitation is a com- 
mand, and all the Justices able 
to be on their: feet presented 
themselves with their wives, well 
before the appointed hour of 8 
o'clock. 


The usual,coterie of;uniformed. 


aides from the Army, Navy and 
Air Force lined them up in the 


East Room to be received in the 
correct 
order 
of 
precedence. 


Lesser dignitaries and the many 
personal friends of the Eisen- 
howers who were invited brought 
up the rear.

WASHINGTON (NBA).— What 


makes Hubert Humphrey tick? 


In ' the spate of ' speculalion 


about the Minnesota senior sena- 
tor's launching his 1960 presiden- 
tial boom on emerging from an 
eight-hour, nonstop-interview wilh 
Russia's Nikita Khrushchev, the 
man himself has not emerged 
clearly. 
, .This' stuff about -his being a 
likely presidential candidate may 
be premature. Eleanor Roosevelt 
has endorsed him.. But the Min- 
nesota Democratic convention did 
that last May and;it didn't cause 
a ripple. And, as ex-Prcsidenl 
Harry Truman pointed out, .there- 
are a dozen other good prospects. 


It will surprise no one if Sen- 


ator Humphrey does ultimately 
announce himself as a presiden- 
tial candidate. For there is noth- 
ing backward about him. 


HE IS ONE OF Ihe few men, 


if not the only one, who definitely 
ran for the vice presidential nom- 
ination. 


That was in 1956. He gol tan- 


gled up in a Ihrce-cornered race 
with Senators -Jack/ Kennedy of 
Massachusetts and Estes Kefauv- 
er of Tennessee. Kefauvcf had 
soundly defeated Adlai Stevenson 
in Ihc Minnesota presidential pri- 
mary. So 'the state delegation 
backed "Keef." 


Humphrey was left1 al the posl 


disappointed. But he says he 
hasn't'regretted what he did. 


Today Humphrey's only avowed 


goal is'to run for re-election to 
the Senate in 1960 — if the polit-
